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Delight as park gets 
national protection 


AN ELY nature park 
famous for its out¬ 
standing birdlife has 
been named an official 
Site of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSI). 

Ely Pits and Meadows, 
which includes Roswell and 
Queen Adelaide Pits, was 
given the coveted SSSI 
designation by Natural 
England on Tuesday bec¬ 
ause it is home to nationally 
important rare birds, such 
as bitterns, kingfishers and 
marsh harriers.

Environmental campaigners 
are celebrating as they believe 
the classification SSSI could 
mean the end for a planned 
marina development at Roswell 
Pits by its owner, Jeremy Tyrrell. 

Liz Hunter, vice-chairman of 
Local Campaign for the Pro¬ 
tection of Rural Ely (LCPRE), 
said: “We are truly delighted and 
absolutely thrilled by this news. 

“It will give the area the much- 
needed protection it deserves. 

“It is so important as a wildlife 
site as it supports many rare 
species of bird, as well as otters 
and water voles. 


“Any SSSI means a far more 
rigorous environmental assess¬ 
ment is needed for any develop 
ment and all planning appli¬ 
cations must now be referred to 
Natural England. 

“This classification has real 
teeth and offers protection to the 
fantastic wildlife at the pits.” 

The designation of the site will 
now be considered by Natural 
England’s board, with members 
of the public invited to make 
objections over the next four 
weeks, although the site receives 
full protection as one of the 
nation’s 4,000 approved SSSI 
sites from this week. 

The site is home to at least 13 
different species of breeding 
bird typical of lowland open 


waters, but is particularly prized 
as a winter habitat for the 
bittern. 

Fossilised reptiles, including 
crocodiles and dinosaurs such as 
plesiosaurs and ichthyosaurs, 
have also been found in geo¬ 
logical deposits at the site to the 
east of Ely. 

Dr Helen Phillips, chief exec¬ 
utive of Natural England, said: 
“The survival of some of Eng¬ 
land’s most precious wildlife is 
dependent on specially protected 
areas. 

“New sites of this kind are 
vital for the future success of 
certain species - the dinosaurs 
didn’t survive but we must do 
everything we can to give our 
wildlife a chance.”

The African school began 
with just eight pupils, but it 
now has 165 students. It is 
currently based at a rented 
house on the outskirts of 
Mzuzu but is trying to raise 
money to build a new school 
in the city 

Mr Haysom, who lives in 
Ely and is a partner in 
Cambridge-based architects 
Haysom Ward Miller, is 
currently offering his skills 
free of charge to help design 
a purpose-built school for the 
Beehive. 

Malawi is one of the 
poorest countries in Africa 
and in Mzuzu the rate of 
AIDS infection is 20 per cent. 
The average age is just 14. 

The Lantern can no longer 
use the computers, which are 
old by European standards, 
because they have moved on 
to more modern systems. 

Ely Community College 
will “wipe” the machines to 
make sure that they do not 
contain any confidential 
information and the Beehive 
will pay for them to be sent to 
Malawi. 

Mr Dorey believes that 
learning about information 
technology will help his 
students to find jobs after 
they leave school. 

Volunteers from America’s 
world-famous science univer¬ 
sity, the Massachusetts Instit¬ 
ute of Technology have 
already visited the school to 
see how they can help.

VANDALS have attacked a 
school’s newly-rebuilt swim¬ 
ming pool for the second 
weekend running. 

Stretham Primary School young¬ 
sters were heartbroken after yobs 
smashed their way to the outdoor 
pool over the weekend, extensively 
damaging the perimeter fence. 

It follows a similar attack the 
previous weekend, in which int¬ 
ruders left broken beer bottles 
strewn around the school’s new 
£6,000 outdoor classroom. 

The attacks delayed the start of 
school swimming lessons by a 
week, but they finally began this 
week at the pool, which cost £25,000 
to refurbish. 

Joanna Thorby, a teacher, said: 
“These intruders may see it as a big 
joke, but it is unfair on the children 
as it is denying them the oppor¬ 
tunity to learn to swim. 

“Our caretaker and many other 
people have put in a lot of hard 
work to get the pool ready, so it’s 
awful for them to see this damage.” 

Parent-governor Jenny Howard, 
who has two children at the school, 
said: “It’s put a dampener on the 
pool’s reopening - it should have 
been a joyous day for the school. 

“It went ahead, but the damage 
was all there for the children to see. 
It cost a lot of money to fix up the 
pool and it’s sad to see it wrecked by 
these idiots. 

“It’s all the more upsetting as the 
youths involved were very likely 
once pupils at the school. 

“What a shame they are spoiling 
the enjoyment of the pool and out¬ 
door classroom for current pupils. 

“It’s also a very bad example for 
the children, especially the younger 
ones, who have been looking for¬ 
ward to using the pool for months.”

The latest attack saw the 
intruders drag wheelie bins from 
the front of the school to the rear 
and use them to smash the pool’s 
fence, which had only just been 
repaired from the previous attack. 

Christine Fell, the school 
secretary, said: “We only have a 
short season for swimming in the 
summer term and we’ve already lost 
a week of lessons because of this 
mindless vandalism.” 

A police spokesman said: “It is 
the second weekend running this 
has happened, so it is vitally 
important that people report any¬ 
thing they have seen. 

“If anyone saw anything sus¬ 
picious or anyone inside the 
swimming pool area, please 
contact us.”

Sue’s secret garden 


is haven of peace

HIDDEN away behind its 
medieval walls, the 
Almonry Gardens is 
perhaps Ely’s best-kept 
secret. 

While thousands of tourists flock 
to see the city’s spectacular 
1,000-year-old cathedral each 
year, only a fraction of them 
bother to explore the delightful 
gardens tucked away on the 
building’s eastern side. It is their 
loss. 

With its stunning views of Ely’s 
vast cathedral tower and its 
hilltop vantage point overlooking 
the Fens, the Almonry Gardens 
is well worth a visit - and the 
cafe’s tea and scones are not 
bad either. 

Built in the 13th century, the 
Almonry and its gardens were 
originally where Ely’s Benedictine 
monks handed out alms to the 
city’s poor, with its original 
gateway being the arch where 
the war memorial now stands. 
But despite witnessing civil war, 
riots, political upheaval and even 
the odd hell-raising Hollywood 
film star, the Almonry Gardens 
have remained a haven of peace 
and quiet over the years. 

Yet the pristine lawns and 
carefully tended flower beds do 
not look after themselves and 
the gardens began looking rather 
overgrown and wild by 2003. 

That was when Sue Nixon came 
to the rescue. 

The 66-year-old volunteer, a 
former gardener at Audley End 
House and Madingley Hall, now 
travels 20 miles from her home in 
Oakington each week to care for 
the garden. 

With no budget to buy plants, 
Sue has used every bit of her 
considerable know-how and 
ingenuity to restore the garden to 
its former glory. 

She said: “There is no money for 
new plants, so I take cuttings 
from my own garden and grow 
them here. Everything is very 
simple, but it’s a lovely garden. 
“There is a tremendous sense of 
history and place here - people

love it and they like to see me 
taking care of it. 

“People were a bit upset when it 
began looking overgrown, but 
the cathedral can only afford one 
gardener who has to look after 
the whole grounds. 

“That’s when I decided to help 
and I love working here. It has an 
amazing atmosphere - it’s so 
low-key considering it’s only a 
few yards away from the city.” 
With the help of fellow gardener 
Sheila Heather, Sue has planted 
an incredible variety of herbs 
from the medicinal St John’s 


Wort, Valerian and evening 
primrose, to culinary treats of 
marigold, thyme, chives and 
sage. 

She has even made space for 
lavender, rosemary and roses in 
the charmingly understated 
gardens. 

She also intends to make it even 
better, planning a move to Ely 
this summer to concentrate on 
the gardens. 

So garden and tea lovers unite 
for a very worthwhile trip to visit 
Ely’s Almonry Gardens.

DIY children build a mud hut 


GIVEN the chance, most 
children love making mud 
pies. But youngsters at an 
Ely nursery school have 
gone one better - they’ve 
made their own African mud 
hut.

Teens fined for 
attack at party 


A CAT fight at a fancy 
dress party could leave a 
teenage girl with life¬ 
long injuries.

Rossdale, of Noel Murless 
Drive, Newmarket, also pulled 
on the girl’s hair. 

Both were arrested at the 
scene by police and Jugg, who 
was 17 at the time but has 
since turned 18, was taken to 
hospital with a suspected

fractured cheekbone. But 
doctors found she had actually 
suffered facial nerve damage 
which may take a year to heal 
or may be permanent.

He said: “You walked into 
this court with clean charac¬ 
ters but you are leaving with 
criminal records. 

“I do not want to see either 
of you here again but if I do 
the chances are you will not 
be going home - so bring a 
toothbrush.” 

The 17-year-old was ordered 
to pay £450 in fines and costs 
and was given a referral order 
lasting nine months. 

Rossdale was ordered to pay 
£315 in fines and costs and 
was ordered to carry out 80 
hours of unpaid community 
work.

Bird flu case sparks

Jeremy Adams, trading 
standards officer for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said: “Cambrid¬ 
geshire is not in the 
control zone but I would 
like to urge our poultry 
keepers to be extra vigi¬ 
lant and make regular 
checks on their birds. 

“It would also be pru¬ 
dent to think about and 
have a plan in place just 
in case their birds needed 
to be housed.” 


Judge slashes 
killer driver’s 
punishment 


A FORMER Ely 
public schoolboy 
who killed a motor¬ 
cyclist after losing 
control of his BMW 
has had his sen¬ 
tence slashed. 

Thomas Lord, 19, a 
former pupil at King’s 
School, Ely, killed 
Raymond Linnett when 
his car skidded on a 
bend on the A141, near 
Ely, in July 2007, hitting 
the 43-year-old motor 
cyclist on the opposite 
side of the road. 

The father of one died 
at the scene and his 
pillion passenger and 
partner, Danielle 
Knappet, was left with 
serious injuries, which 
still affect her today. 

Mr Linnett, of the 
Wenny Estate, in 
Chatteris, worked at the 
Cambridge boxing club 
from 2000 to 2006 and 
was head coach during 
his final year there. 

Lord, now a plumber, 
admitted causing death 
by careless driving, 
while unfit through 
drugs, and using a 
vehicle with insufficient 
tyre tread, at Peter¬ 
borough Crown Court.

Lord, of Rosewood 
Court, March, was 
sentenced in February 
to four years’ detention 
in a young offender’s 
institution and disquali¬ 
fied from driving for 
three years. 

The court heard that 
Lord had been smoking 
cannabis in the after¬ 
noon before the evening 
crash, and failed an 


impairment test at the 
hospital following his 
arrest. 

At London’s Criminal 
Appeal Court, his 
lawyer, Hugh McKee, 
argued Lord’s sentence 
was “manifestly excess¬ 
ive” on the grounds that 
the accident was an 
“error of judgement 
that lasted only a few 
seconds”. 

Mr Justice Mackay, 
sitting with Lord Justice 
Moore-Bick and Mr 
Justice Goldring, agreed, 
ordering that the correct 
sentence should have 
been one of two years 
and nine months’ 
detention. 

He said: “This was a 
young man from a good 
family and educational 
background with good 
references from many 
people, including his 
employers. 

“There was genuine 
remorse on his part and 
this court has seen a 
very good report from 
the young offenders’ 
institution.” 

The judge also cut 
Lord’s period of dis¬ 
qualification from 
driving to two years.

Scout hut 
plans ‘too 
utilitarian’ 


PLANS for a Scout hut 
have been turned down 
amid worries over its 
impact on a town’s 
conservation area. 

Permission for a purpose- 
built building for Scouts and 
Guides on Soham’s rec¬ 
reation ground was refused 
by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee. 

The groups are looking to 
move from their existing 
leaky and outdated premises 
on the recreation ground. 

Councillors were con¬ 
cerned about the “utili¬ 
tarian” appearance of the 
building, the felling of a 
beech tree and the loss of 
space on the recreation 
ground. But they invited the 
groups to submit an 
improved design in the 
future. 

Donna Martin, of the 
Soham Community History 
Museum, opposed the plans 
at a meeting of the planning 
committee. 

She said: “It would have a 
significant impact on the 
character and appearance of 
a historic area. 

“It is not accepted that the 


proposed use of the building 
would be of use to the 
community” 

Mrs Martin agreed that 
new premises are needed for 
the groups, but said they 
should not be “at this 
particular location”. 

Council planning officer 
Lucie Turnell described the 
proposed building as “bulky 
and unattractive” in her 
report. 

Peter Campbell-McBride, 
of Soham Scouts, told the 
meeting that there are 220 
members of the Scouts and 
Guides in the town, with 
more on a waiting list. 

He said: “Soham is 
growing. We need to provide 
something for the future.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse said he 
regretted seeing the plans 
turned down as the building 
would be “good for Soham 
and for the young people of 
Soham”. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson said he 
wanted to see a new building 
for the Scouts and Guides, 
but highlighted its position 
on the recreation ground. 

He said: “People will be 
sitting having a picnic and 
looking at it for half an hour. 
We need a good building.”

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Tesco backs out of 


planned expansion 


SUPERMARKET giant 
Tesco has dramatically 
backed out of plans to 
expand its Ely store - for 
now at least. 

Proposals for a 525 sq m 
extension to the Angel Drove 
site, which had been met with 
widespread opposition from 
community leaders, have now 
been withdrawn. 

But the company says it will 
be back with a new application 
once it can provide planning 
chiefs with more information. 

Tesco did not reveal whether 
fresh proposals would 
radically alter the expansion, 
which originally would have 
seen the building grow to 7,500 
sq m. 

The city council had recom¬ 
mended the original plans be 
rejected - while traders raised 
fears a bigger store would drag 
shoppers away from the centre 
and turn the city into another 
“Tesco town”.

The ultimate decision on 
expansion rests with East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee. 

A Tesco spokesman said: 
“The feedback from coun¬ 
cillors was that they wanted to 
see more information, so we 
have withdrawn the 
application and will submit 
another one in due course. 

“It’s too early to say if this 
means the plans will be 
changed. 

“We are still committed to 
investing in Ely, and offering 
more choice can only be a good 
thing for customers.” 

Now shopkeepers are watch¬ 
ing for the supermarket’s next 
move. 

Will Burton, a spokesman for 
the city’s Traders’ Association, 
said: “It is interesting that 
Tesco seems to have access to 


the district council in a way 
that other applicants don’t. 

“We are a little circumspect 
about the plans because one 
can only assume that their 
expansion will mean someone 
else’s demise.” 

Mr Burton said city centre 
shops could not afford to lose 
more trade when they were 
already feeling the pinch from 
the credit crunch. 

He said: “We can’t help feel¬ 
ing that Tesco might be using 
this as an opportunity to put 
the squeeze on.” 

Phillip Eden, chairman of 
the Ely Perspective campaign 
group, said: “The fear is that a 
bigger Tesco would have more 
product lines which would take 
more shoppers away from the 
city centre. 

“We do not want more out-of- 
town trading - it would not be 
helpful in the least.”

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Funds plea as fuel prices 
hit air ambulance costs

SPIRALLING fuel prices are 
hitting an air ambulance 
hard with rapid increases 
costing the charity an extra 
£40,000 a year. 

The East Anglian Air Ambu¬ 
lance, which covers Cambridge¬ 
shire, Hertfordshire and Suffolk, 
needs £2.6 million a year to run its 
service. 

But the increase in fuel prices has 
left it thousands of pounds short of 
funds for its two helicopters. 

Simon Gray, executive director of 
East Anglian Air Ambulance, said: 
“Prices year on year have gone up 
by some 30 per cent, which means 
we will need to find a further 
£35,000 to £40,000 per annum across 
the two helicopters. 

“Anglia One is a seven day per 
week operation whilst Anglia Two 
is only currently operational for 
five days per week.” 

The organisation had hoped to 
increase the Anglia Two flights to 
seven days a week, later this year, 
but this is dependent on fund¬ 
raising. 

In Cambridgeshire the helicopter 
is manned by Magpas’s lifesaving 
emergency medical team. At night, 
the volunteer doctors and para¬ 
medics fly to the scene of accidents 


on the police helicopter, which has 
also been affected by the crippling 
hikes in fuel costs. 

Christian Morris, Magpas spokes¬ 
man, said: “The increases in fuel 
costs really hit the emergency 
services - particularly ones that are 
charities like ours. 

“The running costs of emerg¬ 
ency road vehicles and helicopters 
have gone up considerably in the 
past 12 months. People are ob¬ 


viously tightening their belts at the 
moment because of the credit 
crunch, but it is still vitally imp¬ 
ortant to support local, lifesaving 
charities before it’s too late.” 

The air ambulance burns 312 
litres of jet fuel per hour and the 
helicopters are flown to the scene of 
serious accidents and to fund¬ 
raising events across the three 
counties to raise the profile of the 
service. 


Preferential rates are given to the 
charity, which refuels at Cambridge 
Airport and RAF Wyton among 
other locations, but Mr Gray said 
the cost was still taking its toll. 

He added: “Despite these issues, 
funds are still coming in and we are 
hopeful that the people of the 
region will continue to support us.”

Council refuse 
Lidl bid again 


A BUDGET super¬ 
market has been 
refused planning 
permission 
despite a petition 
from shoppers 
calling for a 
cheaper option in 
their city. 

Lidl mounted a 648- 
signature petition 
backing its case to 
build a store on Ely’s 
Angel Drove, but saw 
its proposals turned 
down for a second time 
by East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Cou¬ 
ncil’s planning comm¬ 
ittee. 

Councillors who 
voted to refuse the 
application were 
worried by the “out-of- 
town” nature of the 
site and a possible 
shortage of parking 
spaces at the store. 

Lidl has generated a 
significant weight of 
public feeling to 
support its applic¬ 
ation, with around 50 
residents packing into 
the meeting. One 
shouted that the 
decision was “pathetic”. 

Councillor Derrick 
Beckett, who wanted

to see the store go 
ahead, told the 
meeting: “The thing 
that worries me about 
Ely is it seems to be 
inward-looking. Every 
application for a retail 
store seems to be 
turned down. 

“In five or 10 years, 
Ely will be dead at the 
rate it is going.” 

The planning applic¬ 
ation from the 
German chain has 
divided opinion in Ely. 
Some residents believe 
the store is needed to 
provide a cheaper 
option and compet¬ 
ition for Tesco, while 
others feel it would 
drain trade away from 
smaller shops in the 
historic city centre 
and actually comple¬ 
ment neighbouring 
Tesco. 

Council planning 
officer Lucie Turnell 
said refusal was 
recommended because 
other sites closer to 
the city centre, such as 
the Thurlow Nunn 


Standen site on Lisle 
Lane, are available for 
retail purposes. 

She told the meeting 
that the Angel Drove 
site would have a 
negative impact on the 
city centre and 
represented a “lost 
opportunity” for an 
important gateway 
into the city. 

Nick Hardy, a 
planning director 
advising Lidl, said: 
“There is very sig¬ 
nificant support for 
the application from 
the community. 

“That should be 
given weight in the 
decision-making 
process.” 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, 
who backed the plans, 
said: “Let’s get on with 
it and provide Tesco 
with some com¬ 
petition.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse 
agreed that competi¬ 
tion for Tesco would 
be welcome, but said 
the Angel Drove site 
was the wrong option. 

He added: “I think 
this opens the door for 
a retail park here, 
looking at the ad¬ 
joining sites, and that 
concerns me.” 


Kids go wild

“Before we start studding 
the eastern side of Ely 
with smart blocks of 
flats, we need a proper 
360 degree appraisal of 
the riverside area as a 
whole. 

“The water meadows 
north of the Babylon 
Gallery are of great

beauty and give peerless 
views of the cathedral in 
relation to its river. They 
should not be un¬ 
necessarily comprom¬ 
ised by development. 

“I know the sewage 
works and industrial 
areas there now are not 
particularly attractive, 
but at least they are not 
visible from the other 
side of the river. We need 
to think very carefully 
about what goes there 
instead. 

“Ely’s relationship to 
the water is critical. It is 
the reason why the city 
was created and how 
royal visitors, invading 
armies, food, informa¬ 
tion and ideas came here. 

“The Great Ouse still 
forms the eastern boun¬ 
dary of the town and has 
preserved the whole 
outer eastern area of fen 
and water meadows from 
development. 

“If we are to talk of 
protecting and enhan¬ 
cing ‘gateways’ to Ely, as 
the masterplan so 
frequently does, we need 
to lift our eyes above 


Angel Drove and the 
station to the real 
historic gateway to Ely, 
the river Great Ouse and 
its watermeadows.” 

The Lisle Lane area 
has recently been the 
centre of controversy. It 
follows an email by the 
then leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), coun¬ 
cillor Brian Ashton to 
the Masterplan’s leading 
author, Dr Nicholas 
Falk, commenting on 
designs for the Lisle 
Lane area, where he 
owns a one-acre indus¬ 
trial site. 

The emergence of the 
email, which could have 
prejudiced the Master- 
plan process, led to Cllr 
Ashton’s resignation and 
the suspension of the 
Masterplan on the advice 
of legal officers. 

Last week, under a 
scheme agreed by 
ECDC’s strategic develo¬ 
pment committee, an 
official working party 
will re-examine the draft 
Masterplan. 

Will Burton, chairman 
of Ely Perspective’s 
riverside group, also had 
concerns about develop¬ 
ment in that area.

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Police chief spells out case 
for funding over migrants 


MOROCCANS and Egyp¬ 
tians are replacing Polish 
migrants coming into 
Cambridgeshire, accord¬ 
ing to chief constable 
Julie Spence. 

Appearing before the House 
of Commons Home Affairs 
Committee, Mrs Spence told 
MPs each ethnic group brought 
different problems for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police officers to 
deal with. 

She is still discussing the 
need for extra cash with the 
Home Office, and again told 
MPs the increased workload of 
dealing with migrants was not 
reflected in the Government’s 
funding formula. 

She said the waves of mig¬ 
rants from different countries 
and cultures had “an immense 
impact on policing”. 

She said many Poles were 
returning home, with their 
place being taken by Czechs and 
Slovakians. 

Mrs Spence said: “We have 
seen different groups coming in 
in the last two years, including 
Albanians and Russians mas¬ 
querading as Poles. Recently, we 
have also seen Moroccans and 
Egyptians arriving in parts of 
Cambridgeshire. 

“Each group brings different

problems - there are new 
problems with the black econ¬ 
omy. There are also problems 
around labour trafficking and 
sex trafficking. 

“There are also real problems 
over translation. A Police and 
Criminal Evidence Act 
interview that might take 10 
minutes with an English 
speaker can take 90 minutes 
with someone that does not 
speak English.” 

And she revealed the multi¬ 
cultural background of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s police force. 

Mrs Spence said: “We have 
people from 93 different cult¬ 
ures who speak 100 different 
languages in Cambridgeshire. 
We identified initially that we 
had 450 people working for the 
force who spoke at least one 
other language. 

“We have made a real effort to 
recruit especially police 
community support officers 
(PCSOs) who speak other lang¬ 
uages and can help with 
translation. 

“Indeed, one of my Polish 
speaking PCSOs is on leave 
because his wife is having a 
baby and we have really noticed 
the difference. We have also 


employed our own translator 
who speaks several differ¬ 
ent languages.” 

She said the influx of 
migrants was “unprecedented” 
and “unexpected” and there 
were particular problems with 
certain communities which the 
force had to identify and deal 
with quickly. 

But much of the problem is 
an increase in the force’s 
workload. 

Mrs Spence said: “What we 
have seen is a work wave, not a 
crime wave. Members of immi¬ 
grant communities are just as 
likely to be victims of criminals 
as the resident population. 

“They can be victims of hate 
crime in come cases. Some¬ 
times problems of anti-social 
behaviour arise because many 
migrants live in houses in 
multiple occupation - they tend 
to live in privately-rented 
accommodation rather than 
council or social housing. 

“And we have cases linked to 
work trafficking that include 
kidnapping, rape, taking pass¬ 
ports and assaults. The funding 
formula needs to be more 
flexible and more rapid to 
respond to the change. 

“Cambridgeshire is a vibrant

Tributes follow 
fatal air crash

STAFF have paid 
tribute to an Ely 
dentist killed in a 
light aircraft crash 
in Italy 

Kevin Young, who 
owned West Tower 
Dental Practice in St 
Mary’s Street, died 
when a single-engined 
Socata Tampico plane 
crashed in a valley near 
the town of Rovereto 
around 50 miles north of 
Verona. 

The 54-year-old father 
of two was taking part in 
an international regatta 
of flying Rotarians near 
Venice on Sunday, June 1 
when the crash occur¬ 
red. 

Three other crew 
members, including the 
Italian pilot Vittorio 
Rossetti, his wife, Marin- 
ella, and John Ritchie, 
81, a retired solicitor 
from Letchworth, were 
also killed. 

Jane Langley, senior 
nurse at Mr Young’s 
practice which has about 
3,000 patients, said: “He 
was a lovely man to work

for - a real gentlemen. 
He will be sorely missed 
by both patients and 
staff. 

“Everyone here at the 
practice is absolutely 
devastated by his death. 

“He was such a gener¬ 
ous and kind-hearted 
person and had only just 
returned from Romania, 
where he had been doing 
free dental surgery for 
underprivileged people. 

“Our thoughts are now 
with his family at this 
awful time.” 

Mr Young leaves his 
wife Belinda, 44, and two 
children, Elisha, 11, and 
nine-year-old Dominic. 

Mrs Langley added: 
“Kevin was a keen and 
accomplished pilot - it 
was his passion. He was 


very at home high up in 
the clouds.” 

She said the practice, 
which employs two other 
full-time dentists, will 
continue to operate and 
it was hoped patient 
service would not be 
affected. 

Mr Young, who also 
managed the Darthill 
Road Dental Surgery in 
March, was an active 
member of March Ro¬ 
tary Club and keen 
participant in the Rotar- 
ian flying clubs. 

All the occupants are 
believed to have been 
Rotarians, taking part in 
a conference in Venice 
over the weekend, which 
involved a flight to visit 
an aeronautical museum 
in Trento. 

Donald Roberts, sec¬ 
retary of March Rotary 
Club, said: “Kevin was a 
friendly and cheerful 
personality who will be 
sorely missed, not only 
in Rotary but also by the 
wider community” 

Italy’s Civil Aviation 
Authority is now investi¬ 
gating the accident, with 
one Italian newspaper 
reporting that engine 
failure was the probable 
cause.

Reggae legend 
to fulfil dream 
of Glastonbury 

IT’S BEEN 20 years since Eddy 
Grant last toured the UK, but in 
those two decades his passion for 
music has continued to burn 
brightly. 

The Guyana-born reggae legend emigrated 
with his family to Kentish Town when he was 
a child and began making music from an 
early age. 

He wasn’t prepared to rely on the powerful 
record industry of the day to get ahead and 
instead set up the first black-owned 
recording studio in Europe in 1972. 

His profile grew and in 1981 he released Killer 
on the Rampage, which was a major hit on 
both sides of the Atlantic spawning some of 
the era’s finest tracks including the one chord 
stomp of Electric Avenue and the radio 
anthem / Don’t Wanna Dance. 

But he disappeared from view in the UK after 
retiring to his studio in Barbados to record on 
his own terms. 

But now he’s back. 

“I spend a lot of time in the studio and in 
order to get the best of my time in this life I 
decided I should spend a lot more time 
making records than touring. 

“But what changed is that I wanted to play 
Glastonbury - I’ve never played it.” 

So, as with his many other projects, having 
put his mind to it it was only a matter of time 
before he was putting a band together for a 
tour of the UK, taking in the annual Somerset 
mudfest and several other gigs along the 
way. 

Luckily for his fans in Cambridgeshire, The 
Junction is one of those gigs. 

The Very Best Of Eddy Grant is out on June 
30.

Managing the property chain 


MENTION the words ‘property 
chain’ and it will send a shiver 
down the spines of most buyers 
and sellers. 

Fraught with delays and the 
possibility that one person may 
pull out at any time, it is 
perhaps the biggest cause of 
stress in the home moving 
process. 

Branch manager Stephen Rivett 
at local estate agent William H 
Brown explains why finding an 
agent who knows how to 
manage a chain is essential, 
especially in the current market. 
“Most sales involve a chain of 
some sort and an estate agent 
who understands how to 
manage this could be the 
difference between selling your 
home or not moving at all. 

“This is especially true in the 
current market where sellers still 
remain a little ambitious about 
the price they expect to achieve 
and buyers are taking their time 
as they have more homes to 


choose from. 

“As a result caution is 
preventing many sales from 
moving along.” 

A typical chain can involve 30 to 
40 people including several 
different estate agents, 
solicitors, surveyors, lenders 
and of course buyers and 
sellers. 

Stephen explained the positive 
steps a professional estate 
agent can take to link a chain 
together and get a sale. 

“First and foremost an estate 
agent needs to take control of 
the chain, get organised and 
make sure everything is 
transparent. 

“Secondly you need to 
introduce motivated buyers to 
motivated sellers. 

“These are people who 
genuinely want to move and are 
in a position to do so. Sellers 
testing the market or buyers that 
haven’t been financially qualified 
are the most likely to break the 


chain. 

“It is essential that there is a 
process in place which identifies 
all those involved and how far 
each sale has progressed. This 
should also be clearly 
documented.Lastly and possibly 
most importantly is to set a date 
for when everyone has to 
exchange. Without a goal it’s 
impossible to get everybody 
moving at the same speed.” 
Finally, Stephen says, 

“Managing a chain is the real art 
of estate agency and where the 
hard work of selling a property 
really takes place. 

“If you can find an estate agent 
who has a process in place and 
can show you how they have 
successfully managed chains in 
the past you are half way to 
moving home.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


l—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

_ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ a Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place.

The XF is no lightweight so it’s 
just as well the engine is a potent 
one. Floor the throttle and the auto 
box works smoothly and seam¬ 
lessly, and with such breathtaking 
refinement, that the car gains 
speed quite deceptively. The six- 
speed transmission, centred on the 
stylish and tactile rotary dial, also 
offers one-touch manual selection 
with steering wheel-mounted 
paddle shifts if you require more 
interaction. 

This car covers ground with a 
quiet grace and suspension, wind 
and engine noise are only notable 
by their absence. The ride is 
relatively firm but this communi¬ 
cative feel is the mark of a driver’s 


car. It absolutely devours fast and 
smooth corners with excellent 
body control, and feels remarkably 
supple and composed over rougher 
surfaces.
